To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Hooksett  in  the 
County  of  Merrimack  in  said  State,  qualified  to 
vote  in  Toivn  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  Hooksett  on  Tuesday,  the  eighth  day  of  March, 
next,  at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  action  upon 
the  following  subjects  will  be  at  eleven  of  the  clock  in 
the  forenoon.  Polls  will  close  at  6 :30  P.  M. 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  a  discount  of 
two  per  cent  (2%)  on  all  taxes,  except  poll  taxes,  paid 
on  or  before  the  fifteenth  (15th)  day  of  July,  and  to 
grant  the  Selectmen  authority  to  extend  this  date  if 
unable  to  get  tax  rate  from  State  Tax  Commission  as 
of  July  first.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


Your  local  organization  to  prevent  and  extinguish 
brush  and  woods  fires  is  glad  to  report  a  good  year  of 
forest  protection  in  1948.  In  spite  of  danger  conditions 
nearly  equalling  at  times  those  of  1947  when  great 
losses  were  suffered  in  New  Hampshire  and  New  Eng- 
land, fire  damage  and  loss  this  year  have  been  gratify- 
ingly  low. 

With  the  continuing  co-operation  of  all  the  people, 
we  can  hope  to  have  another  successful  year  in  1949. 
Let  us  remember  that  in  any  year,  over  90  per  cent  of 
all  fires  are  caused  by  carelessness  and  that  all  of  these 
man-caused  fires  are  preventable. 

Today,  we  have  more  slash  and  uncut  grassland  than 
for  many  years  in  the  past.  Smokers,  campers  and 
tourists  who  use  our  outdoors  are  also  more  numerous 
than  ever  before.  We  must  therefore  be  ready  for  fires 
which  might  occur  but,  above  all,  prevention  by  every- 
one is  the  greatest  need. 

A  few  simple  precautions  taken  by  every  citizen  will 
help,  as  follows : 

(1).  Always  get  a  written  permit  from  the  warden 
before  kindling  a  fire  outdoors  when  the  ground 
is  not  covered  with  snow. 

(2)  If  you  smoke,  always  extinguish  matches  and 
tobacco  before  dropping  or  throwing  them  down. 
In  automobiles,  always  use  the  ash  trays. 

(3)  Report  fires  and  smokes  to  the  warden  without 
delay. 

The  observance  of  these  and  other  simple  rules  will 
go  far  to  insure  safety  from  fire  damage  and  your  co- 
operation in  this  way  is  earnestly  solicited.

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Over  a  period  of  one  year  the  enrollment  of  the  town 
has  increased  approximately  30  pupils. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  state  a  census  was  taken  of 
every  child  from  the  age  of  one  day  to  15  years  in- 
clusive. This  is  important  in  estimating  the  number  of 
pupils  who  will  be  in  our  schools  for  the  next  five  to 
seven  years.  The  following  table  shows  this  data  for 
your  study:

You  can  see  very  readily  that  our  schools  for  the  next 
few  years  are  to  be  well  crowded.  Add  this  condition  to 
the  probable  increase  in  migration  to  the  smaller  towns 
and  you  will  again  see  the  housing  problem  in  education 
for  the  next  ten  years. 

The  following  table  shows  the  Census  Bureau's  fore- 
cast of  future  school  enrollment  by  grades  for  the 
country  as  a  whole  together  with  the  peak  of  the  en- 
rollment. This  table  was  compiled  and  published  by  the 
National  Education  Association  through  the  Census 
Bureau  of  the  United  States  government. 
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You  will  note  that  this  table  has  a  few  implications 
among  which  are: 

1.  That  from  1947  to  1960  there  is  a  forecasted  in- 
crease of  nearly  10  million  children  going  to  school, 

2.  That  the  peak  years  vary  considerably  in  the 
Elementary  School  but  hold  fairly  constant  in  the 
High  School, 

3.  That  the  town  data  coincides  quite  closely  with  the 
national  data  in  comparison.  This  is  also  true  for 
the  entire  Union, 

4.  That  in  studying  the  table  one  is  able  to  note  the  in- 
creased costs  of  education  in  the  enrollment  enum- 
eration and  the  necessary  teachers,  supplies,  floor 
space,  equipment,  and  general  administrative  and 
supervisory  expenses  on  both  the  local  and  national 
levels, 

5.  That  although  the  high  school  graduates  do  not 
keep  pace  with  the  number  of  children  entering 
either  Grade  One  or  Grade  Nine,  it  is  nevertheless, 
significant  that  with  increasing  costs  of  education, 
high  school  tuitions  will  also  become  just  as  great 
a  factor  in  the  next  ten  years  in  the  local  budget 
as  it  is  today. 

Let  us  break  down  some  of  the  local  costs  to  see  just 
where  these  growing  costs  have  developed.  In  the 
following  tables  you  will  find  a  few  of  these  costs.

In  studying  this  data,  it  must  be  kept  in  mind  that 
Tuition  Costs,  Teachers'  Salaries,  Books  and  Supplies, 
Labor  and  Material  Costs,  together  with  the  general  in- 
crease in  the  cost  of  living  has  contributed  very  sub- 
stantially to  the  increased  cost  of  the  budget.  This  can 
be  vividly  shown  by  the  increase  in  the  amount  paid  for 
a  beginning  teacher  for  the  past  three  years.  In  1945 
the  teacher  just  out  of  college  was  paid  about  $1,400; 
today  and  for  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  of  school 
these  teachers  are  going  to  get  $2,200. 

During  the  past  year  it  has  become  necessary  to 
divide  grades  1  to  4  at  Martin's  Corner  and  engage  an- 
gage  another  teacher  for  the  school.  Plans  are  being  set 
in  motion  to  divide  grade  1  and  2  at  the  Village  School 
because  of  the  increased  enrollment.  This  means  that 
a  new  room  must  be  finished  to  meet  state  requirements 
and  another  teacher  must  be  hired. 

If  it  is  possible  to  project  yourselves  into  the  future 
you  might  tarry  awhile  with  the  fact  that  it  is  possible 
and  maybe  probable  that  we  shall  lose  more  than  half 
of  the  State  Aid  for  schools  if  we  are  to  believe  the 
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signs.  Can  a  school  board  duly  elected  by  the  people  to 
represent  them  in  the  educational  development  of  the 
youth  of  the  town  pass  lightly  over  such  a  statement 
and  make  preparations  taking  into  consideration 
possible  deductions  for  such  aid  and  to  meet  any 
emergency  ? 

It  would  be  unfair  to  you  and  to  the  boys  and  girls 
of  the  Town  of  Hooksett  if,  after  a  year  of  careful  con- 
sideration of  the  school  situation,  I  did  not  point  out  to 
you  the  recommendations  which  seem  to  me  to  be  of  the 
most  importance.  I  therefore  call  your  immediate  atten- 
tion and  consideration  to  the  following : 

1.  Teachers'  salaries  are  still  on  the  increase.  Careful 
study  should  be  made  of  this  important  phase  of  the 
school  budget  in  comparison  with  the  rest  of  the 
state  and  the  nation. 

2.  Adequate  provision  should  be  made  to  see  that  all 
youngsters  receive  the  necessary  supplies,  books, 
and  equipment  to  meet  a  changing  and  dynamic 
life  at  school. 

3.  Keep  in  mind  the  need  for  increased  expansion  and 
the  necessary  funds  to  meet  such  emergencies  with 
a  long  time  building  program. 

4.  You  cannot  overlook  the  status  of  the  School  Nurse 
in  her  associations  with  the  children  of  the  town 
if  you  are  to  maintain  a  healthy  and  courageous 
growing  citizen. 

5.  The  school  lunch  program  must  be  enlarged  and 
developed  to  make  it  an  important  and  functional 
part  of  the  educational  system  of  the  town. 

6.  The  time  has  come  to  think  and  plan  for  the  con- 
solidation of  the  schools  of  the  town  if  education 
is  to  keep  pace  with  the  democratic  expansion  of 
our  country. 

Again  I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  as  a  unit  and  as 
individuals  for  the  trust  and  confidence  shown  to  me  in 
my  endeavor  to  make  the  schools  of  Hooksett  a  part  of 
life  and  living  of  the  community,  state,  and  nation.
